The price and wage ceilings 
were set in shillings and pence. 
Here are some of the "ceilings" 
of that day to current monetary 
value:

wages: For carpenters, 70 cents 
a day; barbers, 3% cents a shave;

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V.A. to Consider 
Exceptions Before 
€ J. Bill Expires 


World War 2 veterans were ad­ 
vised today by the Kingston Vet­ 
erans Administration office that 
exceptions to the July 25, 1951 
cut-off date for education and 
training under the GI Bill will 
be considered only if they are for 


reasons 
beyond 
the 
veterans' 
control. 
The 1951 deadline applies to 
most World War 2 veterans — 
those discharged before July 25, 
1947. Those discharged after that 
date'have four years from their 
discharge date in which to begin 
GI Bill education and training. 
Veterans actually must have 
commenced their trebling by the 
cut-off date if they want to con­ 
tinue afterwards, according to 
Jack Delehanty, officer-in-charge 
of the Kingston V.A. Office. 
Once a veteran completes or 


discontinues his course of GI 
Bill training after the deadline, 
he may not start another course, 
Delehanty said. Also, the veteran 
must meet these two post-dead­ 
line requirements: 
He will be expected to pursue 
his training “continuously until 
completion, except for conditions 
which normally would cause in­ 
terruption by any student.” Also, 
he may change his educational 
objective “only while in training 
and then for reasons satisfactory 
to the administrator.”

Delehanty stated that his office 
has received numerous inquiries 
concerning veterans' enrollment in 
correspondence courses with re­ 
spect to the July 25, 1951 cut-off 
date. He said that veterans en­ 
rolled in correspondence courses 
on that date could enroll in other 
such courses thereafter provided 
the later courses were advance 
training and considered a normal 
progression toward veterans’ edu­ 
cational goals. 
Veterans taking correspondence 
courses will not be permitted to 
switch to classroom courses after 
the cut-off date, Delehanty added.

Yet on e of the big­ 
gest alcohol suppliers ia Bon yun 's 
own Publicker Compan y. Thus he 
may be in the d ifficult position of 
servin g two masters. 
Particularly in terestin g is the 
fact that when this column quer­ 
ied RFCs rubber reserve regard ­ 
in g Bon yun ’s employmen t an d the 
amoun t of alcohol purchased from 
the compan y for which he works, 
the RFC refused at first to make 
public an y figures.

RFC was asked how much alcohol 
had been purchased from Pub-

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CONTROLS AND INFLATION 
Evidently seeing that the general freeze on 
wages and prices could not be an effective 
deterrent to inflation for long, officials in 
the Economic Stabilization Administration 
have been working to put together a flexible 
system which would give them more real 
control over the situation. In the period 
when the freeze was being debated, drafted 
and put into effect, the Budget Bureau and 
the General Service Administration were 
struggling with a different problem. They 
were studying the possibilities* of moving 
some of the smaller government agencies 
out of Washington to. other cities. 
There is a relation between these two proj­ 
ects which is significant to the whole ques­ 
tion of inflation control The government is 
tackling these two problems as it has always 
tackled most others; it tackles each as^an 
lariated matter and adapts itself to the prob­ 
lem instead of trying to reduce or eliminate 
it. Faced with overcrowding in Washington, 
government lories for more room to branch 
out. Apparently it still has not occurred to 
anyone in Washington’s high places to meet 
the government’s mounting space and cost 
problems by trying to reduce the size of 
the government establishment. 
Dealing 
with prices and wages, the government tries 
to control them with arbitrary limits and 
formulas, ignoring the causes of inflation 
and continuing, in the rest of its operations, 
to contribute to the pressures which force 
prices and wages upward. 
There is one way to check inflation, and 
that is to maintain a fixed balance between 
the amount of goods available for consump­ 
tion and the amount of money in circulation. 
If that is done a dollar will always buy the 
same amount of goods. One requirement for 
such a balance is that the. government stop 
paying its bills with borrowed money. Gov­ 
ernment deficit financing is a basic element 
in the causes of inflation. 


CHINESE POPULARITY. 
A large city department store formerly 
advertised a certain type of furniture as 
‘‘Chinese furniture.** Now “Chinese’* has 
been dropped, and the furniture goes under 
another name. Obviously the store fears a 
boycott on this type of goods if an unpopular 
name is attached. 
Not long ago China and things Chinese 
were in high favor in the United States, 
partly, it is true, because of sympathy for 
China’s struggle against the Japanese. Now 
this friendship is turfing to hostility which, 
even if the war in Korea ceases, will do dam­ 
age to China. 
Mao and the Communists are responsible 
for this injury, which may last long. It is 
not an accident; they seem to want it that 
way. 


TAXES GOING UP 
No matter what may be the final outcome 
of the congressional struggle with tax legis­ 
lation, there is no reason to expect taxes to 
be anything but higher. The only uncertain­ 
ties are which taxes will be raised and how 
much. The President’s program calls for a 
boost of almost a third in total tax revenue, 
and there is talk of increasing income taxes 
by about twenty per cent If that is done a 
substantial gap will remain to be filled by 
new or increased excise taxes. We may not 
be specifically aware of the latter, but they 
will nick the purse nevertheless. 
The economy advocates are stirring again 
in Congress. They received a severe setback 
when the House Appropriations Committee 
abolished the one-package appropriation, but 
there is plenty of opportunity for "budget- 
trimming if the will to do it really exists. 
Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia says he 
has a detailed proposal which shows where 
$9,100,000,000 can be cut from the proposed 
budget It remains to be seen how far he will 
get with his proposal. 
Every worthwhile reduction Congress can 
make in the budget will be of twofold help 
in dealing with the problem of taxes. It will 
reduce the amount of new taxes which must 
be raised. It will improve, the taxpayer’s 
frame of mind. He is going to be required to 
make personal sacrifices in order to pay his

for a full vote on Election Day. The camera b u 
recorded farmers, actors, soldiers and travelers 
across tbs breadth of the Soviet Union as 100,000,- 
000 people so to the polls. Provides an extremely 
Interosting g lim p se at election methods in the 
Soviet Union/' 
Now this la straight Soviet propaganda and ia 
baaed on the lie that there is an election in Russia. 
How can there be an election if only one aet of 
candidates is permitted on the ballot T An election 
involves a choice.

H. A. Bonyun, sales manager of 
industrial alcohol for the giant 
Publicker Industries, also works 
for the RFC as an alcohol expert 
on a per diem basis.

pacity one of Bonyun’s job is to 
buy alcohol. 
Yet one of the big­ 
gest alcohol suppliers is Bonyun’s 
own Publicker Company. Thus he 
may be in the difficult position of 
serving two masters. 
Particularly interesting is the 
fact that when this column quer­ 
ied RFC’s rubber reserve regard­ 
ing Bonyun’s employment and the 
amount of alcohol purchased from 
the company for which he works, 
the RFC refused at first to make 
public any figures. 
Specifically 
RFC was asked how much alcohol 
had been purchased from Pub­ 
licker. 
For 24 hours the RFC flatly re­ 
fused to make public these fig­ 
ures. Finally, when reminded that 
the American public is entitled to 
know all the facts regarding gov­ 
ernment purchases. RFC officials 
unbent and stated, that it had 
bought more industrial alcohol 
from Publicker than from any 
other domestic supplier. 
The average price was 91.34 
cents a gallon.

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CONTROLS AND INFLATION 
Evidently seeing that the general freeze on 
wages and prices could not be an effective 
deterrent to inflation for long, officials in 
the Economic Stabilization Administration 
have been working to put together a flexible 
system which would give them more real 
control over the situation. In the period 
when the freeze was being debated, drafted 
and put into effect, the Budget Bureau and 
the General Service Administration were 
struggling with a different problem. They 
were studying the possibilities of moving 
some of the smaller government agencies 
out of Washington to. other cities. 
There is a relation between these two proj­ 
ects which is significant to the whole ques­ 
tion of inflation control.

to control them with arbitrary limits and 
formulas, ignoring the causes of inflation 
and continuing, in the rest of its operations, 
to contribute to the pressures which force 
prices and wages upward. 
There is one way to check inflation, and 
that is to maintain a fixed balance between 
the amount of goods available for consump­ 
tion and the amount of money in circulation. 
If that is done a dollar will always buy the 
same amount of goods. One requirement for 
such a balance is that the government stop 
paying its bills with borrowed money. Gov­ 
ernment deficit financing is a basic element 
in the causes of inflation.

RUSSIAN FILMS 
Columbia University is where I started on this 
travail of writing some 30 years ago and I am fond 
of it and loyal to it. 
It is a big place with all sorts of activities, about 
which no one can know everything. For instance, 
there is a place there called “Communication Ma­ 
terials C enterw hich issues Columbia University 
educational films. This office has issued a catalogue 
of films on Russia. 
Why the university is in the film business, I do 
not know, but I find that American universities 
spread like toasted cheese. To all this, I can only 
say that if Columbia can make a buck, that is all 
to the good*in these times. 
However, I read this in the catalogue of films: 
“ ‘Election Day in the U.S.S.R.* 
“How elections are carried out in the U.S.S.R. 
by direct suffrage and secret ballot. The film be­ 
gins with an appeal by Stalin on February 9, 1946, 
for a full vote on Election Day. The camera has 
recorded farmers, actors, soldiers and travelers 
across the breadth of the Soviet Union as 100,000,- 
000 people go to the polls. Provides an extremely 
interesting glimpse at election methods in the 
Soviet Union.” 
Now this is straight Soviet propaganda and is 
based on the lie that there is an election in Russia. 
How can there be an election if only one set of 
candidates is permitted on the ballot? An election 
involves a choice. Hew can there be a choice with 
only one list of candidates? 
I find no record as to who produced this film. 
Some other Interesting titles in the catalogue 
are “One Day in Soviet Russia,” “Peoples of the 
Soviet Union,” “Rebirth of Stalingrad,” “Spotlight 
on the Balkans.” It is obvious from the explana­ 
tory notes that all these films are designed to show 
off Soviet Russia as a wonderful place of happy 
folks, with the imprimatur of Columbia University, 
as though the university has taken the pictures 
and approved of them, which is not so. 
Why do American universities engage in this 
sort of thing? If the Russians want to do propa­ 
ganda in this country, let them do it in their own 
name and under their own auspices. For instance, 
look at this one, “Children of Russia”: 
“You wouldn’t expect to see a dramatization of 
our American Huck Finn in this film but it’s there 
because it is included In the Russian school cur­ 
riculum. In this film we see how the Russian chil­ 
dren go to school . . • garden . . . play • • • 
parade . . . visit museums and art galleries . . . 
and live in the summer pioneer camps, comparable 
to our youth camping programs.”

The children of most countries go to school, play 
in the garden, visit museums and galleries. They 
do it every day in the* United States. Millions of 
children go to school, join boy scouts, girl guides, 
and have all sorts of activities. 
So, what Is the point? There isn’t any. except 
that some sty of the ordinary events of life that 
they are wonderful, even amazing, because they oc­ 
cur in Soviet Russia. In the United States, they 
are ordinary; in Russia, they are amazing. 
And 
therefore, it is necessary to^put them on a propa­ 
ganda film, issue them by a university and give the 
impression that they are amazing. 
None of this is related to scholarship. It used 
to be that our universities devoted themselves to 
the search for objective truth. The professors were,

Here is another example of the 
sackstage favoritism which has 
made the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation one of the most dry- 
rot agencies in government. 
H. A. Bonyun, sales manager of 
industrial alcohol for the giant 
Publicker Industries, also works 
for the RFC as an alcohol expert 
on a per diem basis. In this ca­ 
pacity one of Bonyun’s job is to 
buy alcohol.

Thus he 
may be in the difficult position of 
serving two masters. 
Particularly interesting is the 
fact that when this column quer­ 
ied RFC’s rubber reserve regard­ 
ing Bonyun’s employment and the 
amount of alcohol purchased from 
the company for which he works, 
the RFC refused at first to make 
public any figures. 
Specifically 
RFC was asked how much alcohol 
had been purchased from Pub­ 
licker. 
For 24 hours the RFC flatly re­ 
fused to make public these fig­ 
ures. Finally, when reminded that 
the American public is entitled to 
know all the facts regarding gov­ 
ernment purchases, RFC officials 
unbent and stated, that it had 
bought more industrial alcohol 
from Publicker than from any 
other domestic supplier. 
The average price was 91.34 
cents a gallon.

Cou p?" asks a Bath (Mo.) corres­ 
pondent. "It is named after my 
home town or does it have to do 
with bathtu bs? I know it refers 
to a certain play at bridge bu t 
there my knowledge ends. Can y ou 
su pply the anawer?" 
The Bath Cou p is named for the 
city of Bath in England, which 
was a fashionable resort in the 
day s of whist. It refers to a par­ 
ticu lar ty pe of play that is said to 
have originated in the city of Bath 
and that is still very u sefu l in the 
game of contract bridge. The play 
itself is illu strated in today 's hand. 
West opens the king of dia­ 
monds, and Sou th execu tes the 
Bath Cou p by simply refu sing to 
Win that first trick. 
If West continu es diamonds, in 
the mistaken belief that hit part 
tier has the ace, Sou th get? a free 
finesse and therefore wins two dia­ 
mond tricks. The original pu rpose 
of the Bath Cou p was ju st this: to 
deceive the leader and persu ade 
him to continu e the su it 
In present-day contract bridge, 
the declarer doesn't depend entire­ 
ty on deception. If West continu es 
diamonds 
Sou th 
is 
natu rally 
pleased. However, he is satisfied 
even if West cau tiou sly leads an 
other su it 
For example, su ppose West 
shifts to hearts at the second 
trick. Du mmy wins the ace at 
once (it wou ld be fatal to lose a 
finesse in hearts), and two rou nds 
of tru mps are drawn. The ace of 
clu bs is then knocked ou t. East 
retu rns a diamond, bu t Sou th can 
enter du mmy (with a tru mp if 
necessary ) to discard a diamond 
on 4ne of du mmy ’s extra clu bs. 
Thu s Sou th loses only one heart, 
one diamond, and one clu b. 
The importance of the Bath 
Cou p may be seen by noting what 
happens If Sou th makes the mis­ 
take of winning the first trick with 
the tee of diamonds. He can thdfh 
draw tru mps and knock ou t the 
aoe of du bs. East retu rns a dia­ 
mond, thu s giving West two dia­ 
mond trickg. Sou th mu st eventu ­ 
ally lose a heart, for a one-trick

Newsprint Plan 
Offered by Moreau 


Washington, Feb. 9 
(JP) — A 
newspaper 
pu blisher 
Thu rsday 
proposed a government freeze of 
newsprint 
su pplies 
to 
protect 
weekly and small daily news­ 
papers from su pply diversions and 
black marketeering. 
The proposal was made by 
Charles E. Moreau of Bloomfield, 
N. J., pu blisher of five New Jer­ 
sey weeklies and chairman of the 
National 
Editorial 
Association 
(NEA) Newsprint Committee. He 
did not advocate rationing, how­ 
ever. 
Moraeu appeared before the 
Hou se Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mittee today with Cranston Wil­ 
liams, general manager of the 
American Newspaper Pu blishers 
Association (ANFA), to testify at 
hearings on the newsprint situ a­ 
tion du ring the national emer­ 
gency . 
Rep. Beckworth (D.-Texas) act­ 
ing chairman, said the committee 
was finding "the same problems 
which we faced in World War II 
are definitely coming to the fore 
again." Advertising Cited 
Moreau testified that jobbers 
are advertising scarce newsprint 
at "black market prices," that 
mills are cu tting riiipments to 
cu stomers between 10 and 40 per 
cent, and that in one instance 
an interest has been bou ght in a 
big mill by a large daily news­ 
paper requ iring larger, newsprint 
su pplies. Moreau said: 
"I wonder if it might be possible 
u nder the wartime emergency 
powers to issu e a directive to 
newsprint su ppliers that they may 
not divert newsprint from their 
present cu stomers 
to other- 
more profitable—cu stomers u nless 
they have first fou nd a new sou rce 
of su pply for the former." 
Neither Moreau nor Williams 
see any present need for news­ 
print rationing. Moreau added 
that even if the shortage wor­ 
sened, allocations wou ld not be 
needed if distribu tion was frozen 
at its present level. 
An official of the National 
Produ ction Au thority told the 
committee y esterday that no re­ 
tu rn to World War n allocations 
were contemplated now, even 
thou gh a newsprint shortage of 
130,000 tons was indicated for 
1951.

18 cants, Rtp. Edwin Arthu r Hall 
contends. Dairy men glsagree. 
The Binghamton 
Repu blican, 
who say s ha milks his own cow, 
introdu ced a bill y esterday to: 
1, Eat a retailing calling price of 
18 cants a qu art. 
2. Fix a minimu m of 10 cants a 
qu art on tha price paid to form­ 
ers. Hall said this shou ld make 
every one happy , inclu ding the 
middleman. The proposal didn't 
make dairy men happy . 
"Phony and Impractical," de­ 
clared John York, economist for 
the Eastern Milk Produ cers Co­ 
operative. He told a reporter in 
Sy racu se that distribu tion costs in 
New York city were estimated at 
six cents a qu art. 
"If he .(Hall) had a dairy herd 
and had to hire labor, he might 
change his tu ne a bit," said 
Charles Baldwin, execu tive secre­ 
tary of the 25,000-member metro­ 
politan milk produ cers’ marganing 
agency . 
Baldwin, also in Sy racu se, added 
that he didn’t think Hall was very 
eeriou s abou t his proposal.

There Is no more certain 4ay of 
wrecking ou r economy and ou r 
democracy than by allowing the 
valu e of ou r dollar to continu e to 
decline. Many are finding it ex­ 
tremely difficu lt today to make 
ends meet with a 57 cent dollar in 
this most prosperou s era America 
has ever known. 
In 1940, a friend of mine got an 
air mail letter from Greece. The 
amou nt of postage on the en­ 
velope was 30 drachmas, or abou t 
65 cents. Ju st the other day , he 
received an air mall letter of the 
same weight from Athens. He 
cou nted the postage—9700 drach­ 
mas-—323 times as mu ch as it 
took in 1940! How wou ld y ou like 
to hold life insu rance policies in 
an Athenian company , or to have 
bou ght Green Government bonds 
in 1940? Both are being paid as 
they become du e; bu t in almost 
worthless money . 
*It can't happen here? It already 
has happened. By the time y ou 
et arou nd to cash y ou r 1953 
erles E bonds which y ou bou ght 
In 1943, y ou will have lost an ap­ 
preciable amou nt of money in 
terms of what y ou r dollar can bu y . 
It already takes twice as many 
dollars as in 1940 to bu y the 
average car. Food costs are u p 
over 100 per cent; clothing costs 
by abou t 95 per cent; and rent 
costs by abou t 20 per cent. Almost 
any thing y ou can name has 
spiralled *mce Korea. The Air 
Force alone reports that the de­ 
cline in the dollar has eaten ou t 
of its bu dget 750 jet fighters. 
Cau ses of Dollar Decline 
Management blames the decline 
of the dollar on wage raises. The 
wage earner blames management 
for price hiking in a seller’s mar­ 
ket. Both grou ps are at fau lt 
Bu t the real difficu lty lies with the 
fact that the produ ction of goods 
is not keeping u p with the de­ 
mand. The Bu reau of Labor Sta- 


for more play and loss work is 
the real cau se of ou r declining 
dollar. The Korean war simply 
brou ght ou r precariou s economic 
statu s into sharper focu s. 
More Controls Coming 
I hate the idea of more govern­ 
ment in bu siness. I alway s will 
be vigorou sly opposed to u nneces­ 
sary government controls. 
We 
can no more control inflation vol­ 
u ntarily with ou r present govern­ 
ment in a wartime economy than 
we can raise a ten million man 
army volu ntarily . It is, therefore, 
with relu ctance that I have come 
to the conclu sion that the only 
cu re for inflation is throu gh strin­ 
gent regimentation of ou r econ­ 
omy —bu t only for as long as war 
lasts.

Bath Coup Gives 
You Free Finesse 
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Neither vul.

"Exactly 
what 
is 
a 
Bath 
Coup?" asks a Bath (Me.) corres­ 
pondent. "It is named after my 
home town or does it have to do 
with bathtubs? I know it refers 
to rn certain play at bridge but 
there my knowledge ends. Can you 
supply the answer?" 
The Bath Coup is named for the 
city of Bath in England, which 
was a fashionable resort in the 
days of whist. It refers to a par­ 
ticular type of play that is said to 
have originated in the city of Bath 
and that is still very useful in the 
game of contract bridge. The play 
itself is illustrated in today's hand. 
West opens the king of dia­ 
monds. and South executes 
the 
Bath Coup by simply refusing to 
win that first trick. 
If West continues diamonds, in 
the mistaken belief that his part­ 
ner has the ace, South gets a free 
finesse and therefore wins two dia­ 
mond tricks. The original purpose 
of the Bath Coup was just this: to 
deceive the leader and persuade 
him to continue the suit 
In present-day contract bridge, 
the declarer doesn’t depend entire­ 
ly on deception. If West continues 
diamonds 
South 
is 
naturally 
pleased. However, he is satisfied 
even if West cautiously leads an­ 
other suit. 
For 
example, 
suppose 
West 
shifts to hearts at the second 
trick. Dummy wins the ace at 
once (it would be fatal to lose a 
finesse in hearts), and two rounds 
of trumps are drawn. The ace of 
clubs is then knocked out. East 
returns a diamond, but South can 
enter dummy (with a trump if 
necessary) to discard a diamond 
on one of dummy’f extra clubs. 
Thus South loses only one heart, 
one diamond, and one club. 
The importance of the Bath 
Coup may be teen by noting what 
happens lf South makes the mis* 
take of winning the first trick with 
the ace of diamonds. He can thdh 
draw trumps and knock out the 
ace of clubs. East returns a dia­ 
mond, thus giving West two dia­ 
mond tricks. South must eventu­

Coup?” asks a Bath (Me.) corres­ 
pondent. “It is named after my 
home town or does it have to do 
with bathtubs? I know it refera 
to a certain play at bridge but 
there my knowledge ends. Can you 
supply the answer?” 
The Bath Coup is named for the 
city of Bath in England, which 
was a fashionable resort in the 
days of whist. It refers to a par­ 
ticular type of play that is said to 
have originated in the city of Bath 
and that is still very useful in the 
game of contract bridge. The play 
itself is illustrated in today’s hand. 
West opens the king of dia­ 
monds, and South executes the 
Bath Coup by simply refusing to 
win that first trick. 
. 
If West continues diamonds, in 
the mistaken belief that his part 
ner has the ace, South gets a free 
finesse and therefore wins two dia­ 
mond tricks. The original purpose 
of the Bath Coup was just this: to 
deceive the leader and persuade 
him to continue the suit. 
In present-day contract bridge, 
the declarer doesn’t depend entire- 
'y on deception. If West continues 
liamonds

pleased. However, he is satisfied 
even if West cautiously leads an­ 
other suit. 
For 
example, 
suppose 
Wesi 
shifts to hearts at the aecom 
trick. Dummy wins the ace at 
once (it would be fatal to lose 
finesse in hearts), and two rounds 
of trumps are drawn. The ace of 
clubs is then knocked out. East 
returns a diamond, but South can 
enter dummy (with a trump l! 
necessary) to discard a diamond 
on one of dummy’f extra clubs 
Thus South loses only one heart, 
one diamond, and one club. 
The importance of the Bath 
Coup may bo seen by noting what 
happens if South makes the mis­ 
take of winning the first trick with 
the ace of diamonds. He can thefa 
draw trumps and knock out the 
ace of clubs. East returns a dia­ 
mond, thus giving West two dia­ 
mond tricks. South must eventu­ 
ally lose a heart, for a one-trick 
set.
